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STATE SCHOOL TAX. 


The State School Tax, amounting to $4,937,724.26, has been received and dis- 
bursed to the several counties of the State in accordance with the apportionment 
of the State Comptroller. 

Under the provisions of Chapter 96, Laws of 1900, there was taken from the 
State Fund, $100,000, and distributed among the several counties of this State, 
thereby reducing the amount to be raised for State School Tax. 

Under the provisions of Chapter 146, P. L. 1906, there was collected $2,3S1,- 
439.88 of the tax assessed in 1908, and payable in 1909, on main stems of 


railroads and distributed to the several counties, pursuant to Chapter 63, P. L. 
1909. 


SALE OF REAL ESTATE. 


The Board of Trustees for the support of Public Schools have transferred the 
Charles A. Campbell lots, situate in the town of Woodbridge, Middlesex county, 
to the East Jersey Lumber and Timber Co., final payment having been made. 
These lots were sold for $10,000, under agreement dated August 5, 1909, and 
$500 paid on account. This property stood on the books at $8,000, thereby 
showing a gain of $2,000. 

Pursuant to Chapter 287, Laws of 1910, the Board of Trustees for the sup- 
port of Public Schools sold to the State of New Jersey the Conover Farm, situate 
in Middlesex county, adjacent to the State Home for Boys, for $13,902.31. This 
property stood on the books at $13,902.88, thereby showing a loss of fifty-seven 
cents.

UNITED STATES APPROPRIATION TO AGRICULTURAL COLLEGES. 


The United States appropriation to Agricultural Colleges, amounting to forty- 
five thousand dollars ($45,000), has been received and disbursed in accordance 
with an act of Congress of the United States, approved August 30, 1890. 


UNITED STATES APPROPRIATION FOR DISABLED SOLDIERS. 


Under an act of Congress of the United States, entitled “An act to provide aid 
to State and Territorial homes for the support of disabled soldiers and sailors 
of the United States,” approved August 27, 1888, the Treasurer of this State 
has received from the Treasurer of the United States $53,912.50; of this amount 
$45,731.25 has been paid to the Treasurer of the Home for Disabled Soldiers at 
Kearny, N. J., and $8,181.25 to the Treasurer of the New Jersey Home for 
Disabled Soldiers, Sailors, Marines and their Wives, at Vineland, N. J.
